In accordance with Article 2 of the Legal Consultancy Services Agreement ("the 
Agreement"). This offer letter, dated as of July 13, 201 1, describes the legal services 
that Pillsbury Winthrop Shaw Pittman, LLP ("Pillsbury" or "Firm") has offered to 
provide to the King Abdullah City for Atomic and Renewable Energy ("the City"). 
This offer letter memorializes the scope of work, legal team, and knowledge transfer 
platform described in the communication from Mr. Stephen B. Huttler to Dr. Meslet 
Al Hajri, dated July 13,2011. 

Scope of Work 

Pillsbury will represent the City in connection with the provision of legal advice and 
assistance regarding the development of a peaceful commercial nuclear energy 
program within the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia ("KSA" or "Kingdom"). Such services 
shall include advice, drafting, support in respect of negotiations, advice in respect of 
applicable laws and regulations, attendance at any internal and external meetings, 
research, formal and informal legal opinions, and the like relating to: 

a) compliance with international treaties international undertakings and other legal 
requirements with regard to the proposed nuclear program; 

b) various commercial and regulatory aspects of the proposed nuclear program; and 

e) development of a training program for Saudi nationals as part of a knowledge 
transfer platform.

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II. Pillsburv Team 

To perform this work, Pillsbury will assign a core team consisting of Charles 
Peterson, David Lewis, and Will Fork. It is anticipated that the Core Team will work 
for a considerable portion of the year in Riyadh, to facilitate close coordination with 
the City on the project. It is understood that office space in the City's offices may be 
made available to the core team while working in Riyadh. 

Pillsbury will also assign attorneys with appropriate types and levels of expertise to a 
Support Team on an as-needed basis. Some of the areas of expertise include nuclear 
liability, international agreements, liability insurance, finance, -licensing, nuclear 
regulation, quality assurance, nuclear fuel, IP rights, training and operations, safety, 
security, export controls, and all aspects of nuclear contracting. The lead Support 
Team members wil 1 include John O'Neill, James Glasgow, and Daniel Joyner (a 
consultant to the Firm and a Professor of Law at the University of Alabama School of 
Law). Other members of the Support Team will travel to Riyadh on an as-needed 
basis. The Core Team and Support Team will be assisted as appropriate by Senior and 
junior attorneys in 'Pillsbury' s London and U.S. offices. 

II. Knowledge Transfer Platform 

We envision "knowledge transfer" to be a key component of our responsibilities. To 
be effective, it needs to be supported and led by the City, but can be facilitated by 
Pillsbury. The goal would be to develop, over the next ten years, a core group of 
skilled Saudi attorneys who will possess the knowledge and expertise to effectively 
support its nuclear operations arid to provide high level legal advice to the City's 
leadership group. Pillsbury will also provide general assistance as to the non-legal 
aspects of the training program. 

1. Within the U.S. It is contemplated that the City will identify suitable candidates 
for law school in the United States and the United Kingdom, and will arrange for such 
candidates to attend law school in America and England. 

Pillsbury will: 

a) provide summer internships for mutually selected law students after their second 
year of law school; 

b) provide academic year clerkships at the Firm for mutually selected law students 
during their third year of law school (assuming, of course, that they are studying at 
schools located near our key offices); 
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c) provide guidance and counseling to all such indi viduals in terms of their legal 
course studies, work activities, and the like; and 

d) conduct ongoing training programs on many aspects of the law (including nuclear 
topics) under the auspices of "Pillsbury University." These training programs are 
taught over the internet and in person, at the Pillsbury offices. Expept in unusual 
circumstances, all interns, clerks and legal personnel connected with the City's 
program will be permitted to participate in these programs (and participation may be 
required in some cases). 

2. Within the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia. 

At the City's expense, Pillsbury will: 

a) provide Legal Training for the City's Legal Staff - Pillsbury will work closely with 
. a select group of Saudi attorneys at the City's offices pursuant to a mutually agreed 

training program. The goal would be to produce over the next several years Saudi 
nationals who can assume the position of General Counsel for the Saudi nuclear 
program, as well as the Saudi nationals who would be the primary assistants to the 
General Counsel. 

b) as directed by the City, teach courses in nuclear law at the Saudi universities and 
law schools deemed to be most suitable for this purpose. 

Experience has shown us that training programs can only fulfill their goals when they 
are supported by the senior leadership of the organization. Accordingly, to help 
insure the success of the proposed training program, we would suggest that a senior- 
level "training point person" be selected from both the City and Pillsbury. These 
individuals would work together regularly to coordinate and review the outcomes.

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Conditions and Minutes 

Pillsbury has reviewed the Legal Consultancy Services Agreement (the 
"Agreement"), to be dated as of July 25, 201 1, has discussed this Agreement with the 
City, and finds it acceptable with the following understanding, with which the City 
has agreed arid which shall be appended to the Agreement as agreed upon Conditions 
and Minutes in accordance with Article 2 of the Agreement. 

1. For purposes of this Agreement, it is understood that Pillsbury's client is the 
City. Without the City's instructions and until an attorney-client relationship with an 
affiliate has been established by an express agreement with Pillsbury, Pillsbury shall 
not regard any affiliate of the City {i.e., parent, subsidiary or other related entity) as a 
client of Pillsbury for any purpose, Similarly, Pillsbury shall not regard a 
representation that is adverse to an affiliate of the City as being adverse to the City. 
In particular, it is understood that Pillsbury shall not consider the Kingdom of Saudi 
Arabia itself to be a client of Pillsbury . 

2. In the course of engagements, it sometimes becomes necessary to provide 
opinions or advice as to the laws of jurisdictions other than those where Pillsbury has 
a license to practice law. Special local counsel may need to be retained in that 
situation. It is understood that Pillsbury shall advise the City if, in Pillsbury's

4. It is understood that Pillsbury's relationship is with, and its duty of care is 
owed to, only the City. All advice provided by Pillsbury is for the benefit of the City 
alone. Unless Pillsbury agrees otherwise in writing, Pillsbury's advice does not 
consider the circumstances of others, and should not be relied upon by any third 
parties. 

5. With respect to Article 4 of the Agreement, it is understood that the City has 
agreed on the scope of work, legal team, and knowledge transfer platform described 
in the Offer Letter, and that Pillsbury's shall provide an estimate amount for this work 
during the term of this Agreement. Before commencing with the execution of any 
work or assignment entrusted to it under this Agreement, Pillsbury shall obtain the

City's prior written approval from the person authorized under this Agreement, after 
determining the estimated period per hour, the maximum cost for completing the 
required works, and the level of the legal consultant who will perform the work. , . 

6. Pillsbury's fees are based on the number of hours devoted to the City matter. 
For Pillsbury's attorneys who travel to or reside in Riyadh at the City's request or in 
connection with the performance of an assignment for the City that requires on-site 
presence, in addition to our hourly fees and per diem (It is the City understanding that 
such per diem ($600) covers accommodation, transportation, meals ....etc.) payable 
under Article 4 of the Agreement, it is understood that the City shall also reimburse 
Pillsbury for travel expenses at cost. 

7. Except for taxes for which Pillsbury is responsible pursuant to Article 1 of 
the Agreement or for costs covered by per diem, it is further understood that Pillsbury 
may charge separately for certain costs, expense disbursements, and taxes, which are 
considered approved under Article 4 of the Agreement. With respect to taxes subject 
to Article 10, it is understood that if Pillsbury does not have a licensed local branch 
office in KSA, tax in the amount of 5% of the total fees will be applied, but no other 
taxes shall he applied. ' 

8. It is understood that any large disbursement amounts shall be made directly by 
Pillsbury & be reimbursed by the City, Pillsbury shall not, in any event whatsoever, 
claim compensation from the City for any payable fees and taxes or any expenses that 
have not been approved in advance in Writing by the City. 

9. It is understood that Pillsbury's billing statements shall normally be rendered 
to the City on a monthly basis. Fees shall generally be billed within 30 days 
following the month in which the services are rendered, and disbursements and other 
charges shall generally be billed within 30 to 60 days after they are incurred by 
Pillsbury. Unless another arrangement has been agreed in writing, payment is due 
within 30 working days of the City's receipt of Pillsbury's correct statement. 

10. It is understood that in lieu of the certification required under, Article 16, 
section2, Pillsbury shall keep all its records, accounts and documents relating to this 
Agreement under its responsibility pursuant to generally accepted accounting 
principles. 

11. Pillsbury has performed a conflict-of-interest review and determined that it 
does not represent, any current client adverse to the City in any matter, and has not 
represented any client in the past adverse to the City on a matter that is substantially 
related to the current engagement for the City. With respect to representation which 
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may in the future require consent under Article 6, paragraph 4, of the Agreement, it is 
understood that such consent is only required if Pillsbury's representation of a client 
is adverse to the City. With respect to paragraph 5 of Article 6, it is understood that 
Pillsbury does not require the City's consent to represent a person or entity that is a 
supplier, contractor or consultant of the City, or is acting in similar capacity to the 
City, if the Pillsbury's legal representation of such person or entity is unrelated 
(directly or indirectly) to the works of the City or to Pillsbury's performance under 
the Agreement. 

12. It is understood that the City may terminate Pillsbury's representation at any 
time, with or without cause, by providing written notice to Pillsbury. It is further 
understood that the City' s termination of Pillsbury's engagement will not affect the 
City's responsibility for payment for legal services rendered and other charges 
incurred prior to termination or in connection with a transition of the matter of other 
counsel. Pillsbury shall try to identify in advance and discuss with the City any 
situation that might lead to Pillsbury's withdrawal from this representation. 
Termination for convenience by Pillsbury will not accepted by the City prior to the 
completion of any assignments.
